Shacks and corrals have been entered 
all over the country by the rasca’s whe 
always helped themselves to whatever 
they wanted. Even calves, horses and 
cattle bave been taken. (Of course there 
has been no danger to life—the Indians 
are too cunning for that—but the annoy 
ance, loss and worry that settlers have 
undergone on account of poor Lo are 
almost more than the ordinarily const: 
tuted white man can be expected to 
stand, and we will not be sarprised to 
hear of other instances of summary jus- 
tice being dealt out to the nation's wards 
by the :ency of the rifle.
